Councllman Prinee In Favor of Boch an
Inatitution.

Councilman Sol Prince s an enthusiastio
advoeate of the catablishment in this city
of n working girls' home, He has given the
subject n great deal of thought, and in his
own mind 1s satisfied that it would prove a
success from the starl and bo o blessing to
many of the girls who are compelled to earn
their livelihood. To a roporter he said:

*This is & subject that has been in my
mind for a long time. A working girls' homo
should be established in Omaha, and fer
that matter in every city in the land.

and are ostriacised from socicty, that we
should look after. Effort should be made to
bring o little sunshine into their lives, and
make it possible for them to have & plensant
place to live, where they will be thrown into
ench other's society, and teach them to care
for home, instead of wringing from them
every cent of the pittance they receive for
their labor, and when misfortune and sick-
ness overtake  send them abroad into the
world without home or friends,

"1 have just read of 8 home for young men
In London. Itas promoters deserve credit,
but I think the money would have brought
better results if invested 1n a home for
young women., There are aozens of places
that will take in young mon where there is
one that will receive young women, My
idea is to erect n suitable bullding for a
home tor the young women, and I believe
that £0,000 will cover the entive expense of
construction and  furnishing the same,
Place in charge o matron and attendants.
Furnish the bullding in a neat manner, not
too expensive or luxurious, but mike it
pleasant and inviting. Have a large parlor
and reception room where the young women

can  congregate  and  pass A pleas-
ant socinl hour, Permit thom
to. receive  gentlemen  there if they

s0 desire. While throwing about them every
safeguard and  resteiction commensurate
with good sense, at the same time do not
make it so appear, and give to them all of
the freedom they would have av home.  Pro-
vide good and wholesome food, not making
the bill of fure claborate, but flll the table
with tasty and inviting dishes, In fact,
makoe of it in every senss a home for the
young women, that they will apprecinte. 1
will gunrantee free of charge every weelk en-
tertainment of some kind., As to expenses,
they cgn easily be neld -vithin rcason.
Charge the young women in accordance with
the expenses of the institution, The rate
per week could be mnae lower than thoy
now pay, and yeot 4 ord per cent on the in-
vestmoent could be realized,

“The benetits could not be summed up in
a brief space. It would create a society
among themselves, nll would be equal and it
would bring havpiness to many @& troubled
mind and east down heart. 1t would culti-
vate independence, aud result in better
wages being secured,  Yes, it would bring a
thousand good results, and Il there is uny
philanthrony in this city, it can be shown
to the best advantage by such an undertak-
ing. I hopo to ses some one make a start
in the grand movement,'
